1. GENERAL DESCRI PTI ON OF THE PLAN

The Household International Tax Reduction Investnent Plan (the “Plan”) is a
defined contribution plan for eligible enployees of Household International,

Inc. and its subsidiaries (“Household”). Participants should refer to the
summary docunent for a nore conplete description of the Plan’s provisions.

Merger with HSBC Hol di ngs plc

On March 28, 2003, Household was acquired by HSBC Hol dings plc (HSBC). Under
the ternms of the nerger agreement, each share of Household commobn stock held
by participants in the Household International, Inc. Conmon Stock Fund was
converted to .535 HSBC Anerican Depository shares (ADSs), each representing
an interest in five HSBC Ordinary Shares. Effective March 28, 2003, the Plan
was anended such that the Household International, Inc. Comron Stock Fund is
no | onger available as an eligible investnent election or for the reinvestnent
of dividends and all enployer-matching contributions are to be nade in cash.
As a result of this anendnent, the Plan is no |onger an enployee stock
ownership plan. Participants can continue to nmintain their existing
i nvestnments in the HSBC ADSs, however, participants may not el ect HSBC ADSs as
an investnent election for future contributions. Any future contributions and
dividends will be invested in accordance with the participant’s investnent
el ections and will default to the Vanguard Federal Mney Market Fund- Federa
Portfolio to the extent the participant has not provided investnent direction
to a fund other than the former Household International, Inc. Common Stock
Fund.

Enmpl oyees are eligible to participate in the Plan after one year of service if
they are at least 21 years old, or after 3 years of service if younger.
Enmpl oyees may contribute up to 15% of their total conpensation to the Plan
each year. Contributions by highly conpensated enpl oyees (as defined by |aw)
may be linmted to conply with non-discrimnation standards. Enployees may
elect to nmmke contributions on a pre-tax or after-tax basis. Pre-tax
contributions are taken out of an enployee's pay before taxes are deducted.
After-tax contributions are taken out of an enployee’'s pay after it is taxed

Ef fective for Plan Years beginning on or after January 1, 2002, each eligible
partici pant who has attained age 50 before the close of the Plan Year shall be
eligible to defer additional funds or pre-tax Catch-up Contributions. For
2002, pre-tax catch-up contributions can be nmade up to $1,000 increasing to
$5,000 in 2006. The catch-up deferral is in addition to the maxi mum all owabl e
contribution of $11,000 in 2002, and is not eligible for the Conmpany match

Each participant’s contribution is nmatched by enployer contributions at a rate
of 3% of conpensation for a participant contribution of 1% and at a one for
one match on additional contributions up to 4% of conpensation. In total, a

partici pant who nekes a contribution of 4% of his conpensation will receive an
enpl oyer matching contribution of 6% of his conmpensation. Enployer natching
contributions were made in Household International, Inc. comopn stock and

fully vested on the natching date.

If certain conditions are satisfied, a participant’s after-tax
contributions may be wthdrawn at any tinme whereas pre-tax
contributions and enployer matching contributions nmade on or after
January 1, 1999 may not be wthdrawn except for an imediate
financial hardship, termnation of enploynent or attainnent of age 59
1/2. Enployer matching contributions made prior to 1999 my be
wi thdrawn after five years of plan participation. If the participant
is under age 59 1/2, the withdrawal is subject to a 10% penalty.
Prior to July 1, 2001, anounts were distributed as a single sum
distribution or as an annuity. For paynments conmencing on or after
July 1, 2001, distributions may be nmade as a single sum distribution
only.

Effective February 28, 2002, Household merged the Household
International Tax Credit Stock Omership Plan, a fornmer Household
defined contribution plan with approximately $69, 000 of assets, into
t he Pl an.

Loans to participants are avail able under the Plan. A $40 loan fee is
deducted from the anmount borrowed when the loan is nmade.

of the participant’s account balance. No nore than two non-
residential |oans and one |loan for the construction or acquisition of
a principal residence may be outstanding at any tinme. Loans are
secured by the participant’s account balance. Loans nust be repaid
within five years except that, at the Admnistrative and | nvestnent
Commttee’'s (“Commttee”) discretion, loans for the construction or
acquisition of a participant’s principal residence my be nade for a
termof up to 25 years.

As a result of several headline events that occurred in 2002, certain
| awsuits have been filed which purport to assert clainms under ERISA
on behalf of participants in Household' s Tax Reduction |nvestnent
Plan. These | awsuits have been consolidated into a single purported

class action In re Household International, Inc. ERI SA Litigation,
Master File No. 02 C 7921 (N.D. 1ll). The consolidated and anended
conplaint essentially alleges that Household International, the

adm nistrative and investnent conmittee of the plan, and other
i ndi vidual fiduciaries to the plan breached their fiduciary duties to
the plan participants and beneficiaries by continuing to offer
Househol d common stock as an investnment option and by negligently
failing to advise participants of the risks of investing in Household
stock. The plaintiffs’ allegations are essentially based on the fact
that the stock price for Household International comon stock
declined during 2002, and that: 1) in 2002, Household restated its
consol i dated financial statements for the years ended Decenber 31,
1999, 2000 and 2001; 2) Househol d was the subject of what is comonly
referred to as predatory lending allegations and entered a nati onw de
resolution of such allegations with state attorneys general and
regul atory agencies; and 3) Household is the subject of allegations
that its accounting practices, specifically restructuring delinquent
accounts, were wongful. Al defendants filed a notion to dismss
this conplaint in early June.

Wth respect to this litigation Household believes that it has not,
and its officers and directors have not, conmitted any w ongdoi ng and
in each instance there will be no finding of inproper activities that
may result in a material liability to Household, its officers or
directors or to the adm nistrative and investnent committee or other
fiduciaries to the plan.
